INDIAN AND METIS CHILD¬

Club Annual Bohemian Book Fair 
and Art Sale will be held on Thur¬ 
sday, May 30 at the Bonnie Doon 
Shopping Mall. 

This worthwhile project meets 
both the needs of book hunters and 
book donors, and proceeds mean 
much to less fortunate Indian chil¬ 
dren in northern Alberta. 

An urgent plea for old books, 
sheet music, records and paper 
backs is being made. (No magaz¬ 
ines please). All the donor has to 
do is telephone 434-3609 and items 
will be picked-up by a Press Club 
member. 

Proceeds from last year’s sale 
will buy two educational television 
sets for Indian and Metis' children 
of the Northland School Division. 
The sets can be used for closed 
circuit and open broadcasts. Plans 
are underway through Mr. William 
Bock, Superintendent of the North¬ 
land School Division, who made a 
tour of the northern schools to 
determine the need. He chose the 
areas of Little Buffalo and Cad- 
otte Lake which are north and east 
of Peace River to be recipients 
of the two television gifts by the 
Press Club. Each school has appox- 
imately 30 students and two teach¬ 
ers. 

Almost without exception these 
children have never been to a lar¬ 
ge centre (town or city). Due to 
their isolation, where their parents 
do small farming and trapping, 
they have never seen television 
but do hear school broadcasts on 
radio. Their teachers planned a 
trip to Edmonton but due to a 
change of weather, the only winter 
road could not be used. 

Delivery of the television sets 
will be by truck to Peace River. 
From there, other arrangements 
will have to be made. Some of the 
Press Club members hope to get 
into these areas to make the much 
anticipated presentation. 


CHARTER FLIGHT FRAUDS 
RESULT IN IMPRISONMENT 

In Alberta Supreme court last 
month, Norwegian bom Ole Aars- 
teinsen, 35, pleaded guilty to 22 
charges of fraud and was sentenced 
to two years imprisonment.: He 
had taken sums varying from$150 
to $800, totalling in all over $9,000, 
from would-passengers on charter 
flights to Scandinavian countries, 
which he said he would arrange. 


The traditional “keys” to Swe¬ 
den, strategic points' such as Kal¬ 
mar, now willingly unlock their 
remarkable treasures to a new 
breed of invaders, the tourists. 

Kalmar has been considered the 
key to Sweden since the 11th cen¬ 
tury, when the first fortifications 
were erected, and naturally the 
city still reflects that role. However 
it is surrounded by a late-develop¬ 
ing hinderland whose affection for 
lelicate glassware is in sharp con¬ 
trast to the robust history of the 
city. 

Despite its location on the East 
Coast, Kalmar is quite accessible 
to major Swedish cities by direct 
train (four hours from Malmo, five 
from Goteborg and about six from 
Stockholm). By air, it is only an 
hour from Malmo and less than 
two from Stockholm. 

Best of all ,Kalmar is only a sto¬ 
ne’s throw from the fascinating 
island of Oland. Ferries make the 
25-minute trip to Oland as many as 
ninety times a day in summer and 
there will be a bridge to the island 
in 1972. The visitor who takes just 
the ferry ride will be amply rewar¬ 
ded; the adventurer who takes a 
bus to Borgholm, or drives there, 
will discover the many wonders 
of this splinter isle. 

Kalmar castle’s 11th century ap¬ 
pearance was changed many times 
until, in the 17th century, it as¬ 
sumed its present form. The maj¬ 
estic castle can be appreciated 
from afar — the best place to do 
this is on the harbor end of the 
street which runs behind the cen¬ 
tral train station — but the solid¬ 
ity which attests to.the value pla¬ 
ced on the facility by military 
minds can be seen only by touring 
the castle and grounds. 

The castle deserves’ all the af¬ 
fection it has received from Swe¬ 
des and foreigners. From the en¬ 
trance, where a 40cent entrance 
fee is required, the visitor climbs 


The flights did not take place and 
Aarsteinsen kept the money which 
he collected between July 1965 and 
January 1967, He was declared a 
bankrupt towards the end of 1966.

the big stone steps into the presen¬ 
ce of great chambers fitted much 
as they were when the lords and 
their ladies held court. The present 
occupant, the county museum, is 
less pretentious, but the great fire¬ 
places, the ornate old furniture and 
the fine panneling have lost none 
of their grandeur. 

There are some surprises, too, 
such as a room where prints of 
sailing ships are hung and the per¬ 
manent emigrant exhibition. The 
exhibit has many relics of the per¬ 
iod when shiploads of Swedes dep¬ 
arted Smaland for America, inc¬ 
luding a desk where steamship tic¬ 
kets were issued, carpetbags in 
which clothing was carried, letters, 
books, Swedish language American 
newspapers and even some Indian 
articrafts. One of the best features 
are photographs of emigrants in 
their new environment. 

Not far from this exhibit is the 
Castle’s corner of color, the cha¬ 
pel. Swedes like to get married 
there; the visiters will find it in¬ 
teresting too, becanse of wall dec¬ 
orations and the design of altar 
and chandeliers, among other 
things. 

Parkland and water surround the 
castle. To reach the castle from 
the city centre, the visitor will 
pass through City Park, which pos¬ 
sesses a large variety of well-ma-r 
ked plants; several attractive sta¬ 
tues and monuments, including the 
Gustav Vasa monument which was 
moved from Steno point; and a 
summer restaurant of some rep¬ 
ute. 

Remnants of the city’s early for¬ 
tifications still stand in Kalmar. A 
walk in the harbor area from the 
central train station will show Some 
of these, as well as the slips for 
the Oland ferries, berths for ocean¬ 
going vessels and the city’s tour¬ 
ist office. 

Kalmar’s main square, located 
several blocks from the waterfront, 
has considerable architectural in¬ 
terest — the Cathedral and Guild- 
house, both of which date from the 
latter half of the 17th century. 

Kalmar promises a quick look 
at the fabulous glassworks region 
of Sweden since all trains to the 
city pass through Nybro, which is 
only 35 minutes away. Nybro has 
several glass manufacturers who 
offer guided tours. However, trav¬ 
elers' with time would do well to 
invest some of it in other glass¬ 
works — at Orrefors, Boda, Alst- 
erbro and Emmaboda, to name 
a few. 


Scandinavia’s supply of fascin¬ 
ating and uncrowded off-the-beaten 
-path places continue undiminished 
despite the growing number of vis¬ 
itors to those countries. As eviden¬ 
ce, each year the directors of the 
four Scandinavian national travel 
offices in the U.S. offer a fresh list 
of their personally recommended 
spots. This year’s selection: Ribe, 
in Denmark; Savonlinna, Finland; 
Godoysund, Norway and Karlstad, 
Sweden. 

Ribe, on the west coast of Jut¬ 
land, is suggested by Axel Dessau 
of Danmark as a pleasant respite 
from the traveler’s usually hectic 
pace. It is Denmark’s oldest town, 
dating from 840, and storks still 
fly here like clockwork from Af¬ 
rica every April to nest on its roof¬ 
tops. Ribe Cathedral, erected about 
1130 is one of the oldest and most 
impressive churches in Scandina¬ 
via. Quaint, half-timbered houses 
from the 16th century, line the 
town’s narrow, winding streets, and 
a watchman Chanting rhymes from 
the Middle Ages continues to make 
nightly rounds in summer. The 
hotels are modest, but quaint and 
comfortable. 

From Ribe, one can make excur¬ 
sions to the nearby North Sea isl¬ 
ands of Romo and Fano. Romo, 
reached by an impressive embank¬ 
ment, has Denmark’s widest bath¬ 
ing beach and the new Lakolk Ho¬ 
tel; Fano has not only beaches, but 
also iddyllic fishing villages such 
as Sonderho, with interesting 300- 
year-old skippers’ cottages. Esb- 
jerg, 22 miles north of Ribe, is 
Denmark’s North Sea link with 
Britain. It is a modern young city 
with a large fishing fleet and busy 
export harbor worth seeing. 

Savonlinna, in Finland’s vast 
Eastern Lake District, is Herman 
Ramo’s nomination for this year. 
Located here is Olavinlinna Castle, 
built in 1475 as a frontier fortific¬ 
ation and considered the best pre¬ 
served and most beautiful medie¬ 
val castle in Northern Europe. Folk 
dances' are performed every Sun¬ 
day in summer at this famous land¬ 
mark, and an opera festival is sta¬ 
ged in June and July. 

Savonlinna is a town of islands 
and sounds with picturesque views. 
It is the commercial centre of one 
of Finland’s' ancient provinces and 
the main traffic centre for Lake 
Saimaa, Europe’s largest lake 
system. From here, white three- 
decker steamers by different routes 
between lakeside towns. In 7 and 
a half hours', for example, you can 
see Punkaharju Ridge, a narrow, 
four-mile-long ribbon of verdant 
beauty that separates two lakes 
and is ideal for camping. Over¬ 


night trips take you south to Lap- 
peenranta, 300-year-old town at La¬ 
ke Saidma’s gateway, or west to 
historic Mikkeli. 

Godoysund, an island at the ent¬ 
rance to Norfay’s Hardanger fjord 
and just two horn's south of Bergen, 
west coast gateway, is Per Prag’s 
choice, surrounded by a cluster 
of islands that shelters its waters, 
Godoysund is ideal for boating, 
bathing and angling. Its wide var¬ 
iety of fish includecod, mackerel, 
skate, tuna and occasionally sea 
trout and halibut. A pool stocks 
rainbow trout, and you can fish 
from a rowboat close to the hotel or 
from motorboats farther out in the 
fjord. 

The Godoysund Fjord Hotel is a 
quiet, comfortable little place and 
is reached in 50 minutes by the 
hotel’s own motor launch from the 
village of Os, south of Bergen. The 
main building is' brand new and 
has spacious rooms and magnific¬ 
ent views. Most of the bedrooms 
have private balconies. The hotel 
supplies rowboats free of charge, 
and larger boats and fishing tackle 
can be rented. Excursions by bus 
and boat are made to various sce¬ 
nic places in the Hardanger fjord, 
“Queen” of Norway’s fjords. 

Karlstad, Sweden’s commercial 
centre for timber and pulp on the 
northern shore of Lake Vanem, 
Europe’s third largest lake, is rec¬ 
ommended by Ake Gille as the ex¬ 
cellent base for exploring the prov¬ 
ince of Varmland and particular¬ 
ly places' associated with Selma La- 
gerlof, Nobel Prize author of “The 
Wonderful adventure of Nils” and 
“The story of Gosta Berling”. The 
manor houses of the latter novel 
are scattered around the Fryken 
Lakes north of Karlstad and in¬ 
clude Rottneros, the real-life “Ek- 
eby”, an 80 acre estate with over 
100 statues' by Scandinavian and 
French sculptors. Marbacka, Miss 
Lagerhof’s home until her death 
in 1940, is nearby and can also be 
visited. 

In Kristineham, 28 miles east of 
Karlstad, is' a 50-ft-high sculpture 
by Pablo Picasso and donated by 
the artist. Its setting here seems 
natural, for no province has been 
romanticized so much in Swedish 
literature aS Varmland, with its 
blue lakes, vast forests, birch gro¬ 
ves, rivers, undulating farmland, 
white mansions and red farmhous¬ 
es. 


BERGEN PUBLIC LIBRARY, 
Bergen, the central library for West 
Norway, reports that its book boat, 
“Eros”, .will stop at 320 places in 
the fjord country during the winter 
cruise season. “Eros” has some 
2,000 volumes on display in open 
Shelves.

The 
many honths of ill health were 
spent in the Good Samaritan Nur¬ 
sing Home, and finally the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital.

Roland, Their con¬ 
stant thoughtfulness on his behalf 
is an outstanding example of fil¬ 
ial devotion. 

Mr. Anderson mas the son Jon 
and Gudrun Anderson who early 
settled in the Argyle district of 
Manitoba, going there directly on 
their aiTival from Iceland. He was 
born on Oct. 27th, 1889, and was 
one of a large family, of brothers 
and sisters. On reaching maturity, 
he joined his brother, Ben in car- 
pentry work, leaving to become a 
grain buyer in the thriving district 
of Kandahar, Sask., where in 1913 
he married Bjorg Hjalmars’on, who 
was visiting at the home of her sis¬ 
ter, the Steinsons. She had gained 
a considerable reputation as a so¬ 
loist in choral work in Argyle, Win¬ 
nipeg and Kandahar, and was gen¬ 
erous in lending her talents on 
innumerable occasions. Shortly af¬ 
ter marriage, he received a pro¬ 
motion as District Superintendent 
over an enormous' territory in North 
-central Alberta, for the National 
Grain Company, and was stationed 
at Edmonton, where the family 
made their home. During the years 
following, he was able to pursue 


his favorite hobby of gardening, 
and his flowers were always a de¬ 
light to all viewers. He also be¬ 
came an avid curler, and was able 
to take advantage of the exhilira- 
ting spoils of hunting and fishing 
in the early days of the province. 
On his retirement, he was the sen¬ 
ior superintendent of his company. 
He was elected as life-member of 
the Nordurljos Chapter, and was 
gratified to be present when his 
daughter, Della was installed a 
reigning Fjalkona, and made her 
memorable dedication speech. His 
wife pre-deceased him in July, 
1966. He leaves his daughters Del¬ 
la and Chi'is'tine, now Mrs. Phil¬ 
lips of Winnipeg, and a son, Carl, 
of Edmonton, and two grandchil¬ 
dren. The large circle of 'friends 
in Edmonton and elsewhere offer 
their sympathies on the loss of a 
parent.

During the past year, we have 
welcomed into the Icelandic circles 
two families who arrived to reside 
in Edmonton, the Dr. Marino Kris- 
tjansson family from Regina, Sask. 
and Mr. and Mrs. Jon Tliorhallson, 
originally from Iceland, but more 
recently from Germany. Both are 
connected with the University of 
Alberta, in furthering the sciences 
and their abilities were shown in 
another field, that of broadcasting 
information over the airwaves. This 
came about because the Thorhall- 
sons are ever searching for ideas 
which might prove useful to their 
compatriots in Iceland. In Dr. Kris- 
tjans'son, they found a man well 
conversant in the study of Soil Scie¬ 
nce using radio-active Phosphorus. 
Phosphorus is one of the plant nut- 
x-ients essential to the adequate 
growth, and its addition to enrich 
the soil as a contributing fertilizer 
causes a marked increase in the 
crop. 

In extensive research done at 
the University of Saskatchewan, by 
using radio-active phosphorus, val¬ 
id conclusions were drawn, as to 
the classification of phosphorus av¬ 
ailability and its measurements.

PLORE BEYOND ARCTIC 


Whether you have only one even¬ 
ing to spare or can devote a leis¬ 
urely 10 days, you can see the mid¬ 
night sun and many other fascin¬ 
ating sights beyond the arctic cir¬ 
cle in Northern Norway on four 
independent Norwegian Holiday 
tours which start daily from Oslo 
and, in two eases, also from Ber¬ 
gen. Most operate from June to 
August. . 

Although participants are war¬ 
ned,“Please don’t expect de luxe 
accommodations”, the arctic scen¬ 
ery of mountains, fjords, glaciers, 
waterfalls, fishing hamlets and 
reindeer country makes up for this 
deficiency. Actually the Arctic 
hotels are comfortable and neat, 
and rooms with bath and showers 
are available in most places. 

The four tours vary in pace. 
Quickest are the Night Flights in 
Sunlight from Oslo or Bergen to 
Bodo, above the Arctic circle, whe¬ 
re you view the Midnight Sun and 
the distant Lofoten Islands from 
the new Ronvik Mountain Restau¬ 
rant. In the morning, you’re back 
in Oslo or Bergen. The program 
operates June 1 to July 15 and 
costs $109. x 

A four day tour, Beyond the Arc¬ 
tic circle, adds to the Night Flight 
a coastal steamer voyage north to 
Svolvaer, in the Lofotens, which 
shelter the coastline, and a motor- 
coach tour of the mainland before 
flying back to Oslo. This tour costs 
$ 200 . 

Exploring even further north are 
the Land-Sea-Air tours to the North 
Cape. The basic 7-day tour flies 
to Tromso, “capital of the Arctic”, 
and continues through Finnmark 
by “Polar Express” motorcoaeh 
and ferry all the way to Europe’s 
northernmost point. The return to 
Tromso is by coastal steamer, and 
the rate is $272. A ten-day tour 
adds a program in the fjord dist¬ 
rict between Bergen and Oslo and 
costs $350.

TRAINING FUTURE SKI 
CHAMPS 

Six-week Skiing courses for chil¬ 
dren are now in full swing at no 
fewer than 22 different places in 
Oslo and its immediate vicinity. 
Here, over 25,00 boys and girls, 
from five to thirteen years of age, 
receive free instruction in the fun¬ 
damentals Of Non-way’s national 
winter sport.

NEWS FROM THE DANISH 
CHURCH 

Very Rev. Max Mathieson who 
founded Ansgar Danish Lutheran 
Church in Edmonton has died it 
Haderslev in Denmark. Provst 
Matthias (Max) Mathiesen was 
born in Klovborg at Aaberaa in 
Denmark March 19th 1882, where 
his father was a teacher. He got 
his education at Columbus, Ohio, 
USA, where he took his degree in 
1907. The same year he married 
Marie Arendt. From 1907 to 20 he 
was a pastor in the States, from 
1921 in Haderslev in Denmark, and 
from 1928 to 31 he was here in Ed¬ 
monton, serving under DKU (Da¬ 
nish Church Abroad) from Canada 
he went to Bornholm, Denmark 
Denmark, where he has served; at 
three diferent places. It was also 
here he became a “provst” in 19- 
40. He retired in 1947 and lived 
his last years' in Haderslev. 

It was When Max Mathiesen was 
the pastor here in Edmonton that 
the Danish congregation was foun¬ 
ded January 30th 1930 with 62 
members at the day of the foun¬ 
dation. The services was at that 
t im e held in a little German 
church located on the same lot 
where the Danish church now is, 
the corner of 96 Street and 108A 
'Avenue. Many people still remem¬ 
ber him as a much-liked man, al¬ 
ways ready to help. He was a 
serious and diligent minister. He 
had 5 daughters and a brother to 
him Karl M. Mathiesen served 
Ansgar Danish Lutheran church 
for about 9 months during the war.
